SHERIDAN'S WRITE. 


The tloutenant-G«ner»l of the United 


Static Army Pens His Annual Ropnrt— 
He Doea Not Fear Invasion, but Wishes 
to Guard Agalnnt Invasion. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—The annual re- 


»ort of Lieutenant-General Sheridan has 
)een made, covering the period from his as- 
signment to the command of the army No- 
vember 1, 1888, to November 1, 1884. He 
says that during this time the entire terrl- 
»ry under the supervision of troops has 
been unnsually free from collision, resulting 
in the loss of either life or property, but tUat 
Uie services of the military in the West 
can not be safely dispensed with for 
•many years to come. Much thought and 
attention had been given to rifle firing, and 
the high scores attained in annual contests 
for army prizes Uie past season attest grati- 
fying progress in this vitally important 
branch of military instruction. It would 
now be impossible for a close line of battle 
to stand up before a skirmish line composed 
of our qualified marksmen. The Lieutenant- 
General expresses great interest in the 
National Guard, 
and thinks 
Congress 


should designate the number of men each 
State should have and provide for them 
arms and camp and garrison equipage un- 
der some wise method of accountability for 
tliis property whenever the State Govern- 
ments themselves appropriate substantial 
sums of money for t!ie support of their 
respective military systems, m such 6 man- 
ner OTat these sums can not be affected by 
party legislation. Excepting for our ocean 
commerce and for our seaboard cities, he 
does not think we should be 
much 


alarmed about the probability of wars 
with foreign powers, since it would re- 
quire more than a million and a half ol 
uicu to make a campaign upon land 
against us. To transport that number of 
soldiers, with all their munitions of war, 
their cavalry, artillery and infantry, even if 
aot molested by us while In transit, would 
tlomand a large part of the shipping of all 
Euro]>e. He earnestly invited immediate 
attention to the defenseless condition of sea- 
board cities, and recommends the early be- 
"inning of a general system of sea-coast 
fortifications. 
General Sheridan then said: 


This Nation is growing BO rapidly that there 
are siffns of other troubles, which I hope will 
not occur, and which will probably nofcome 
upon us if both capital and labor o-ilt only be 
connervatlvo. Still, It should be remembered 
lliat destructive explosives are easily made, 
milt hut bunks, United States sub-treiiBuries, 
public buildings und lariro mercantile houses 
;im bo rciulily demolished uud Uie commerce 
of entire cities destroyed by lufuriuttxl poopk) 
with means carried with perfect safety to 
tlieiuselvus in tae pockets of their clothing,"

[Horseheads (S. Y.) Letter.] 


When the first white settlers entered the 
hemiing \ailey, about 100 years ago, they 
ound the bkuils of hundreds of horses piled 
n mounds on the spot where this village now 
lands. According to the tradition, these 
kulls had belonged to horses in the army of 
jen. Sullivan when he made bin historical 
aid upon the hostile Indian tribes, in li?a

o down the Chemung with his forces on 
arts, Gen. Sullivan ordered the killing of 
all the superfluous horses. Wild animals 


evoured their carcasses, and subsequently 
be bkuils were heaped up by the Indiana 
vhere the first settlers found them. On ac- 
ount of this incident the settlement received 
he name of Horsebeads. In 1837 the village 
ras incorporated, and the name was changed 
>y the legislature to Fairport, against the 
wibhei of mcst of the people. For eight 
•ears they petitioned regularly to have the 
>riKinal name restored. This was done in 
845. No stranger ever coinoa here whose 
tlrst question is not: 


"Why 
is this place called HorseheadsJ" 


Citizens are always lying in wait for 
trangers, and as soon as the invariable 
question comos, it is their one great delight 
and recreation to tell tho story, with much 
letail, about Gen. Sullivan and the horse- 
kull mounds. In fact, competition in retail 
ng tha story has come to be so close among 
dntorpnaiiig Horseheads people that the one 
who getb tho ear of strangers flr»t and mosl 
'requently is looked up to with envy by his 
fellow townsmen. 
The wide-awake citizen 


ia» even reduced the thing to so exact 
scionce that he does not wait until the 
itranger asks the entire question. The man 
who alights from the cars here and begins 
lis first utterance with "Why" or "What" or 
'Will you," need speak no further, for the 
citizen, lying in wait, launches tha story u 
Sullivan and the horse skulls at him at onco. 
The man who is now looked upon as the 
smartest one in the place is a distinguisbec 
citizen who sat up for the 8 a. m. train the 
other night Two strangers alighted. They 
were so sleepy they did not stop to ask wh] 
the place was called Horseheads. The wide- 
awake citizen collared them. 


•"I see you want to hear the story abou 


Sulhwan and the horse heads," said he 
"Give me your valise; I'll tell youthestor> 
as we walk over to the hotel."
